He made his comments in a brief question-and- 
j.answer session after reports indicating that Iran’s 
jinew president, Hashemi Rafsanjani, would help 
obtain freedom for the hostages if the United 
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States released billions of dollars in Iranian assets 
impounded a decade ago. 

The administration has rejected linking the 
hostages and the assets, and Bush said, “My view is 
to do nothing that will be seen as quid pro quo for 
hostages.” 

Bush said there were mixed signals from Iran 
about its intentions. As for himself, he recalled the 
rhetorical open hand he extended to Tehran on the 
day he took office. 

“Tm not talking about terms, I’m talking about 
getting people out that are held against their will,” 
he said. “And I think I covered that pretty well in 
my inaugural address when I said goodwill will 
beget goodwill. And if ever there was a clearer 
signal, in my view that’s it.”

“So I repeat it,” Bush said. “And if there are 
changes taking place (in Iran) and signals that are 
shifting, I don’t want to miss a signal.” 

The president and other administration leaders 
denied that the United States was shifting its pol- 
icy about the way it deals with terrorists and kid- 
nappers. 

Bush’s administration — and Ronald Reagan’s 
before him — had flatly ruled out any negotiations, 
but Bush seemed to hint at some change in an 
interview Tuesday with The Boston Globe. 

He told the newspaper, “We do not negotiate in 
any way that’s going to jeopardize the lives of other 
Americans” — a statement that seemed to suggest 
ae some form of negotiations would be accept- 
able.

Pro-lranians ‘pay back’ Israel

BEIRUT, Lebanon — A suicide 
bomber attacked an Israeli convoy in 
South Lebanon on Wednesday, 
wounding six people in what the pro- 
Iranian Hezbollah called a down pay- 
ment for Israel’s abduction of a Shiite 
Moslem cleric. 

It also said the seizure of Sheik Ab- 
dul Karim Obeid hampered efforts to 
free the 16 Western captives in 
Lebanon, eight of whom are Ameri- 


cans. Hezbollah is believed to be an 
umbrella organization for groups 
holding most of the hostages. 

A Tehran newspaper said Iran 
would help free hostages if Israel re- 
leased Obeid and if four Iranians 
missing in Lebanon since 1982, be- 
lieved long dead, were located. 

On Tuesday, another Tehran paper 
said Iran would help if Washington 
released $2 billion in Iranian assets

CPR can prevent needless infant deaths

Hundreds of infants needlessly die every year 
because parents and baby sitters do not. know how 
to preform cardiopulmonary resuscitation, said S. 
Corry Tanner, executive director of the American 
Red Cross. 

“Accidents are the leading cause of death among 
infants and children,” said Tanner. 

“The big problem is children tend to put every- 
thing they get their hands on into their mouths, 
including coins, marbles and small toys.” Drowning 


is the second leading cause of death in children ages 
1 to 4, according to a recent study by the Injury 
Prevention Center at Johns Hopkins. 

“Respiratory arrest is the main problem we en- 
counter with infants by the time we arrive on the 
scene,” said Lamar Woods, a paramedic and train- 
ing coordinator for Orem City Health and Public 
Safety. 

The most important procedure a parent or baby 
sitter must do if an infant chokes and goes uncon- 
scious is to clear the airway before the paramedic 
gets to the scene, explained Woods. He said if this 
happens the chance of a successful rescue has been 


increased one hundred percent. 

Woods said many people are unaware that CPR 
for infants and children is very different from CPR 
for adults. Infants need different techniques of the 
abdominal thrusts, he said, because of their small 
bedy size. Smaller lungs in babies mean that a 
person giving CPR must be more careful in admin- 
istering it, he said.

Provo in quake zone, 
heart of Seismic Belt ©

Provo is in the heart of the Inter- 
mountain Seismic Belt, an area likely 
to have a significant earthquake at 
least once every 50 years, according 
to a report by the U.S. Geological. 
Survey. 

The Intermountain Seismic Belt 
runs from the Canadian Border on the 
north, crossing into Arizona on the 
south. Much of Utah is located in the 
belt area. 

The Wasatch Fault Zone, part of 
the Intermountain Seismic Belt, bor- 
ders the eastern part of Utah Valley. 
It is not one fault, but is a series of 
faults along the Wasatch Mountains. 
The same internal forces that created 
the Wasatch Mountains are responsi- 
ble for the earthquake hazard. 

The Wasatch Fault Zone is com- 
posed of faults called “normal faults” 
by geologists. A normal fault results 
in chiefly vertical movements along 
the fault. Vertical movement along a 
fault generally causes more damage 
than lateral movement. The area of 
deformation is much wider. 

An article, “Suggested Approach 
to Geologic Hazards Ordinances in 
Utah,” published in 1987 in the Utah 
Geological and Mineral Survey Cireu- 
lar 79, discusses zoning recommenda- 
tions for areas with geological haz- 
ards. 

The author of the article, Gary E.

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Christenson, recommends that areas 
within 300 feet of a normal fault be 
avoided as home, school and business 
sites. Much of the development on the 
east side of Provo is within 300 feet of 
normal faults. 


Bush signs S&L bailout bill

WASHINGTON — President 
Bush, saying “I’m proud to sign this 
monster,” Wednesday put his signa- 
ture on a $159 billion rescue package 
for the savings-and-loan industry. 

With the ink barely dry on the 371- 
page rewrite of federal banking laws, 
his administration began putting the 
plan into effect, approving the first 
$815 million installment for cleaning 
up the nation’s most heavily indebted 
savings and loans. 

The legislation, a lightly modified 
version of the rescue plan Bush first 
submitted to Congress Feb. 6, autho- 
rizes $50 billion in new government 
borrowing over the next 26 months to 
clean up ailing S&Ls, in part by buy- 
ing up high-rate certificates of deposit 
issued by the shaky thrifts to attract 
capital. 


The measure requires S&L own- 
ers, within three months, to have 
$1.50 in tangible capital for every 
$100 in lending as a cushion between 
future losses and government. in- 
surance funds. By 1995, the standard 
will tighten to $3 for each $100 in 
loans. 

The overhaul also toughens crimi- 
nal penalties for fraud and triggers 
the most sweeping overhaul of the 
banking regulation in 50 years. 

This includes a dismantling of the 
primary S&L regulatory agency, the 
Federal Home Loan Bank Board. 

Under the overhaul, federal de- 
posit insurance for S&Ls will be pro- 
vided by a new insurance fund called 
the Savings Association Insurance 
Funds, SAIF’, pronounced “safe.” 

Latest administration estimates 
put the total cost of the bailout at $159 
billion through 1999.

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia — Officials said Wednesday they had hopes a 
missing U.S. congressman and 13 companions were still alive because their

Sundown ended the second day of an air and ground search with no trace of 
Rep. Mickey Leland, D-Texas, and his party, but Robert Houdek, U.S.

He said the plane, a Twin Otter capable of landing in restricted, rough 
terrain, is a “great bush aircraft” and the pilot, Assefa Gebre-Giorgis, is the 
best bush pilot in Ethiopia. 

Leland, who heads the House Select Committee on Hunger, arrived Mon- 
day hours before boarding the De Havilland Twin Otter — a high-winged, 
short takeoff and landing aircraft powered by two turboprop engines. 

The plane took off in bad weather for the Fugnido refugee camp near the 
border with Sudan. Gebre-Giorgis made his last radio contact 15 minutes out of 
the Ethiopian capital and the plane never arrived: 

In Washington, White House press secretary Marlin Fitzwater said an Air 
Foree C-141 Starlifter medical evacuation plane left West Germany on 
Wednesday for Addis Ababa. “The Ethiopian government has extended every 
assistance” he said, and “there really isn’t much more we can do” except be 
SCT if the Twin Otter is found. 


C teens bound over for trial in slaying 


SALT LAKE CITY — Two Salt Lake City teen-agers have been bound 
over to district court for arraignment on second-degree murder charges 
stemming from the May slaying of a West Valley man. 

Third Circuit Judge Michael Hutchings ordered Wilfred Vigil, 18, and John 
ae Denter, 17, to appear before 3rd District Judge Raymond Uno on 

ug. 21. 

The two are accused in the shooting death of Jeffrey L. Thomas, 21, on 
downtown Salt Lake City’s State Street early the morning of May 21. 

Vigil and Denter also are accused of trying to kill two bystanders, Shane 
Hermansen and Jeremy Malloy. 

According to preliminary hearing testimony, the defendants were involved 
in a fight sometime around midnight. After being beaten severely about the 
face, Vigil returned to his home and got a .22-caliber rifle and then he and two 
other boys went looking for their foes, prosecutors allege. 

Witnesses said they saw Vigil, 17 at the time, shoulder the rifle and fire at 
least five rounds. 


Death-row convict submits second appeal

Hatch, Garn at odds over hostage crisis 


OGDEN — Israel’s role in the American hostage crisis in Lebanon has put

Local man faces additional fraud charges 


PROVO — Jeffrey M. Harris, already sentenced to jail on one set of charges 
stemming from the Federal Mortgage scam, has been named in new counts of 
communications fraud and making a false credit report.

Harris also was charged with a related count of making a false credit report, 
aclass A misdemeanor. 

Last month, Harris was charged with two counts of fraudulent use of a 
eredit card July 6 while on work release from jail. 

Harris pleaded innocent to the credit card charges and is expected to make a 
court appearance within the next few days on the latest counts. He is being 
held in jail in lieu of $100,000 bond.

Convicted rapist ordered 
to undergo evaluation

the case, said, “the parole board 
didn’t seem too impressed with him 
(Turley) and felt he should serve a 
longer sentence.” 

DuVal said the plea bargain con- 
sisted of Turley pleading “guilty” 
without the 90-day test as long as the 
charge was rape and not aggravated 
rape. 

According to Utah law, an aggra- 
vated charge requires a mandatory 
prison sentence, DuVal said. 

Stott Harston, Turley’s former at- 
torney, said, “I hope alternatives to 
imprisonment are seriously consid- 
ered.” He said Turley had a lot of good 
things in his past that made it seem 
questionable why he had done this. 

Harston said the 90-day evaluation 
consists of a profile on personality. 

According to AP, Turley will re- 
main in prison but will be transferred 
to the institution’s diagnostic unit. 

Harston said, after the 90-day eval- 
uation is completed, a recommenda- 
tion on the length of sentence will be 
made to the judge.

Mathematicians from 15 countries 
will be at BYU Aug. 12-15 to attend 
the inaugural meeting of the Interna- 
tional Linear Algebra Society, said 
Donald Robinson, BYU professor of 
mathematics. 

More than 80 people-will be attend- 
ing, said Wayne Barrett, BYU pro- 
fessor of mathematics. “We're happy 
that people from many countries will 
... meet together in one meeting,” he 
said. 

BYU’s visitors will come from Tai- 
wan, Japan, Finland, Canada, Ire- 
land, Belgium, Netherlands, Israel, 
Portugal, Spain, Germany and Hun- 
gary, said Barrett. 

More than 60 papers will be pre- 
sented by the mathematicians to con- 
vey aot they have discovered or cre- 
ated. 


These ideas will be reviewed by 
their peers, said Barrett. 
~ According to Robinson, the meet- 
ing will concentrate on non-negative 
matrices and related topics. “The at- 
tempt here is to pull together people 
who are interested in this particular 
topic,” he said. 

The international journal, “Linear 
Algebra and Its Applications,” will 
have a Utah issue devoted to the 
inaugural meeting. This issue will 
probably be published next year, said 
Robinson. 

Robinson said this group of mathe- 
maticians have been meeting infor- 
mally for several years and have cir- 
culated a newsletter. The society will 
have an initial membership around 
100, said Barrett.

“I know two types of artists,” said 
i Gary. “Those who have a teaching job 
} and don’t like where they live, and 
it those who like where they live, but 
i don’t like their job. I’m lucky because 
jl I’m an artist by profession and I love 
\ where I live.” 

Being an artist does have its strug- 
% gles because it doesn’t have the secu- 
ji rity of an 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. job, said 
}' Gary. 


In 1982, Gary dropped several com- 
missioned projects doing cartoon 
strips, movies, murals and advertis- 
ing. “I had a wife and two kids to 
support, but I had to quit and find out 
who I was,” he said. “It was a time 
where I did some real soul searching.” 

It was during this time that Gary 
reflected on his childhood in Oregon 
and came up with the faceless people 
that he is well known for today. 

“I started reflecting on the farm 
and the people and memories I had 
from that period of time. The picture 
of the typical farm people is slipping 
away today,” he said. “The reason I 
paint them with no faces is because 
when you have a hat on, the shadows 
take away your face. 

Gary said he is reaping the rewards 
of many years of hard work. In 
February, he sold out a 48-painting 
show in four days for a total in excess 
of $500,000. 

“Success has not come quickly. 
But, you know, we measure success 
by monetary means, and certainly 
that is one measure. Perhaps that is 
the one measure that gains the most 
exposure to people. But, what they

Artists find motivation from within 


For Frank, he said his struggle was 
health. In 1984, he had a heart attack. 
“IT asked my wife to go get me some 
clay to work with because I didn’t 
have the strength to work with 
metal,” he said. “I worked with that 
and ‘started a series of shapes with 
clay.” 

Usually, Frank works with metal 
and wood and then welds it together 
into different shapes. However, until 
he regained strength, he was forced 
to use a more pliable material. 

Frank organizes shapes of metal 
and clay until they represent some- 
thing. “I think of negative and posi- 
tive spaces and vertical and horizon- 
tal shapes and that helps me decide 
what to do.” 

BYU provided Frank’s first major 
commission on an art piece. His sculp- 
ture stands on the south end of cam- 
pus between the John A. Widtsoe 
Building and the W. W. Clyde Engi- 
neering Building. “This piece is more 
traditional than others that I have 
done. It is representative of a church 
and a pipe organ,” Frank said. 

Money, or the lack of it, proved to 
be the main obstacle for Neil through- 
out his career as an artist, he said.

Local health center for women opens

The Utah Valley Regional Medical 
Center, American Fork Hospital and 
Orem Community Hospital have 
opened a Women’s Health Center for 
counseling, education and research. 

The center provides services to 
women, offering counseling for low 
self-esteem, PMS, postpartum de- 
pression, compulsive eating and co- 
dependency, said Dr. Debbie Chris- 
tensen. 

“At the center we use a develop- 
mental method of counseling, rather 
than a medical method. We look at 
women as a process; we teach them 
what changes they can expect in their 


lives and how to make the most of it,” 
said Christensen. 

One major problem the center ad- 
dresses is low self-esteem and depres- 
sion. 

“Depression is always coupled with 
low self-esteem and guilt. A problem 
many women face is a sense that they 
don’t match up to their expectations,” 
said a spokesman at Mountain View 
Hospital. 

“Women in Utah do a lot of compar- 
ing to others and try to motivate 
themselves by being negative about 
themselves,” Christensen said. 

She also said, “LDS women are 
taught to be selfless —to give fully of 
self.” A problem arises when women 
try to do to much, she said.

SALT LAKE CITY — Govern- 
ment, business and universities must 
form partnerships for the United 
States to compete in a global econ- 
omy, an IBM executive said at cere- 
monies unveiling a $22 million super- 
computing center at the University of 
Utah. 

The center, which also is to serve 
BYU and Utah State University, is 
built around IBM’s most powerful 
computer, the- Enterprise System 
3090 Model 6008. ° 

University officials said the new 
system has 300 times the calculation 
capability as the computer it replaces. 

Carl J. Conti, IBM senior vice pres- 
ident, said Tuesday the United States

must compete in an environment in 


which most U.S. firms are using for- 
eign-built parts, and $9 trillion 
changes hands annually in interna- 
tional trade. 

“In that environment, the United 
States must be competitive,” Conti 
said. No company, “not even IBM, no 
university, no government can do it 
alone,” he said. 

Funding for the supercomputer in- 
cluded $18 million from IBM, $7.6 mil- 
lion from the university in the form of 
external grants and federal appropri- 
ations and $1.3 million from the state 
Department of Community and Eco- 
nomic Development. 

1,000 terminals on the campus have 
been linked to the computer system 
since it was installed in June.
